Having just read in today’s 
Courier-Journal a splendid edi¬ 
torial from your paper, I am 
moved to write you at once and 
express my appreciation for the 
forceful manner in which you 
approached and explained the 
background of the situation of 
Communism as it is being hand¬ 
led on a purely political and 
personal basis. I believe that 
more of this same line of facts 
published to the public would 
do much more good for the coun¬ 
try, which is being kept in the 
dark while one monster holds the 
stage with his own assumption 
unsupported by fact or even con¬ 
vincing evidence.

W. G. Ratliff, Cashier, Commer¬ 
cial Bank of West Liberty, has 
been appointed as the county 
agricultural chairman for Morgan 
county according to an announce¬ 
ment by Jos.
